WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 —Am­ 
erican democracy today assembled 
the great among its living to pay ! 
tribute at the bier of one of the 
great among its 
dead—Senator 
William Edgar Borah of Idaho. 
The pomp of public honor and j 
acclaim so shunned by the leonine 
Borah in life came inevitably to 
his catafalque in death. 
His body 
rested in the well of the United 
States senate attended by a mili­ 
tary guard of honor, awaiting the 
ceremony of a 
state funeral this 
afternoon. 
President Roosevelt headed the 
government’s notables invited by 
the senate to attend the services. 
Others invited were the Supreme 
Court justices, the cabinet, heads 
of the military and naval establish­ 
ments, more than a hundred mem­ 
bers of the house, and the diplo­ 
matic corps of the world stationed 
in Washington. 
Flags at half staff on the capi­ 
tol and atop federal buildings sig­ 
nified a government in mourning 
for the world famous Republican 
statesman and orator. 
In the senate banks of flowers 
from senders from 
all over the 
world softened the somber auster­ 
ity of the occasion. But the vacant 
desk and vacant chair sharply ac­ 
cented the passing of 
a 
senate 
member more potent in his influ­ 
ence, perhaps, 
than any of the 
rest, and dean of them all in ser­ 
vice. 
Ceremonies Simple 
The ceremonies were as simple 
as the formality of a state funeral 
would permit, in accordance with 
the wishes 
of 
Senator 
family and the senator’s own plain 
tastes. 
The senate chaplain, the 
Rev. Dr. Zebamey T. Phillips, a 
friend of Senator Borah for years, 
conducted the 
Episcopal 
funeral 
services. 
A hymn and prayer at 
the opening, the brief service, and 
another hymn and a prayer com­ 
prised the service. 
Afterwards, the 
body of the 
great dissenter and 
isolationist 
rested for a while with its guard 
of honor in the senate chamber be­ 
hind locked doors, 
Borah would 
have liked that. He spent 33 of his 
74 years there, 
and 
it was very 
dear to him. 
No funeral procession was ar­ 
ranged. 
Accompanied 
by

guard, the casket was to be car­ 
ried to Union Station at 5 p. rn. 
and placed 
aboard a train for 
Boise, Idaho.

Merton explained that the Boul­ 
ger bid included $115,000 for the 
Columbian building at 35 East Gay 
Street, a 99-year lease on 
the 
building site, and $400,000 in choice 
m ortgages still held by the firm. 
The sale, Merlon said, will mean 
an additional dividend to creditors 
of about 5 percent. Previously paid 
dividends amounted to 73 percent. 
A fter the specified m ortgages 
are turned over to the Boulger 
interests, the Columbian firm still 
will have about $150,000 in out­ 
standing mortgages, according to 
Merlon. 
He said the main remaining li­

problems included

Hall, Cleveland, and $150,000 in 
mortgages.

T has been accepted practice for some 
time for a city or state to send back, 
to the place they came from, any indivi­ 
duals or families who become dependent 
after brief residence in a new locality. 
T hat is why the Chirillo family face re­

Wooster, Ohio, which they left barely a 
year ago. 
They have been granted less 
than three weeks for their return. 
The Chirillos moved East in the first 
place to better themselves. 
Things did 
not work out well for them, however. The 
father's cobbling business fell off and no 
one else in the family was able to get work. 
They had to go on relief, which brought 
them to the attention of the authorities and 
precipitated the legal procedure for their 
“ deportation.” 
The Chirillo parent pro­ 
tested vigorously. 
As word of their situation got about, 
people sought to help them. 
The father 
got many cobbling jobs. 
Other members 
of the family found work. When the order 
to go was issued, the head of the family 
pointed out that they were no longer on 
relief but had become self-supporting. 
They wanted to stay in White Plains. 
The judge said he was not impressed 
by this plea. 
The present prosperity of 
the family was too dependent upon popular 
interest and temporary sympathy. 
When 
these grew less, the judge said, they’d 
probably be on relief again. 
All of which raises what looks like a 
nice legal question for future argument 
and disposal. 
Can a family, not on pub­ 
lic care, be compelled to move against its 
will? 
And are interstate deportations 
constitutional ?

SAFE RUSSIAN PRISONERS 
T 
HE safest place in Finland these days 
says a foreign dispatch, is the camp 
maintained by the Finns to house Russian 
prisoners. 
It 
isn’t 
like 
concentration 
camps we’ve heard of before, in Germany, 
Russia or elsewhere. 
There is a bath house. 
There is also 
a library of Russian books hastily as­ 
sembled for the benefit of prisoners. Most 
impressive of all, says the report, is the 
secluded location of the place. 
It is well 
removed from any present danger zone and 
out of the reach of bombers and other w ar 
menaces. There is even an air raid warden 
to give warning in case the impossible hap­ 
pens and that area becomes the target of 
a Russian air raid. 
The Finns should also encourage their 
prisoners to write plenty of letters home. 
Their situation is so superior to that of 
their comrades still fighting tho Finns that 
news of it ought to be spread around in 
the U. S. S. R. 


WAR PESSIMISM 
The confidential war reports received 
I by government agencies have not been too 
optimistic of late regarding the Allied 
positions. 
This pessimism has nothing to do with 
the sudden mobilization of the Dutch and 
Belgians, which had behind it only the 
fact that the canals which constitute the 
best defense against Germany were frozen, 
and the lowland countries suddenly realiz­ 
ed how easy it would be for the Nazis to 
cross. 
Chief reason for pessimism is the very 
mediocre success of the British blockade, 
plus rumblings of new' conversations be­ 
tween Russia and Germany. 
How far these new conversations have 
gone is impossible to say.

by the clothes moth is from the 
larvae, fresh hatched from eggs. 
The flying moth is always male so 
cannot lay any eggs. 
The female has extremely small 
wings and practically always uses 
her feet as a mode of locomotion. 
She is also heavily weighted with 
eggs, which prevents her aviation 
impulses from being carnied out. It 
may be said that killing the flying 
moth is a method of moth birth 
control, but it is sad to relate that 
the female is not monogamous and 
can find a husband nearly any place. 
Males are in excess in the moth 
population, being 65 per cent. 
Its Life Cycle 
The life cycle of the moth is like 
all insects—first the egg, then the 
larva or maggot, then the pupa, and 
finally the mature adult. The fe­ 
male, as soon as she reaches ma­ 
turity, lays eggs for from two to 24 
days. She prefers to lay them in 
strands of wool or hair. A virile 
female lays between 40 and 70 
eggs (this estimate from Major 
E. E. Austen and A. W. McKenny 
Hughes, British Museum of Natu­ 
ral History). The eggs hitch in 
from eight to IO days. 
The larva begins to feed as soon 
as it is hatched. Its skin is trans­ 
lucent, so it takes on the color of 
whatever it feeds on. It does not 
show white against black. It spins 
a fine veil over itself, however, and 
it is this veil which the housewife 
secs when she opens a trunk or 
closet. 
Contrary to a popular belief, 
the larva will eat wool or fur and 
not necessarily food remnants on 
clothes. 
Since the larvae can survive for 
a year or more in a state of hiber-

Answer—The classical diet for 
gout is to avoid purin-containing 
foods. This means, particularly, 
liver, kidneys, sweetbreads and red 
moats in general. A low fat diet 
also has been tried with some suc­ 
cess. However, there is no absolute 
certainty that any diet will prevent 
gout. Attacks are liable to occur 
under any regime.

There are, how- 
ever, many ways of combatting this 
pest 
The best is temperature. 
They cannot endure low tempera­ 
tures and, therefore, the best way 
to protect furs is to put them in 
cold storage. Even better than cold 
temperatures, are sudden changes 
of temperature. 
A chemical for destroying the 
moth is flaked naphthalene. It kills 
by means of its fumes so that naph­ 
thalene scattered on the floor and 
shelves of a closet will do damage 
so long a* it is understood that a 
closet is closed up. 
A more expensive but efficient 
moth killer is paradichlorbenzene. 
Like naphthalene, it is harmless to 
human beings, is a crystallized 
substance and is used the same as 
naphthalene.
